Deputy Sheriff Sid Yale returned 
Tuesday from a trip thru Oklahoma 
and 
Kansas, 
bringing 
back 
Jose 
Pacheco, 
a 
Mexican 
about 
thirty 
years of age, who is charged with 
killing a Mexican ai the rock crush­ 
er near Chico on the night of De­ 
cember 20. 
The Mexicans had been 
engaged in a card game and a fight 
was staged by Pacheco and the Otho* 
hombre, and Pacheco shot and in­ 
stantly killed his antagonist. 
That 
night Pacheco disappeared and noth­ 
ing was heard of him until a few 
days ago, when Deputy Yale got a 
trace of the fugitive thru Mexicans 
at the crusher. 
The deputy sheriff went into Ok­ 
lahoma, w here he found his man, but 
before he 
could 
arrest him he got 
away and 
w ent into Kansas, near 
Caldwell. 
Yale again 
got on the 
Mexican’s trail, following him to a 
camp near the Kansas town, where 
he was arrested. 
When Yale put the 
Mexican under arrest, telling him he 
was wanted in Texas on the charge 
of killing 
a Mexicas near 
Chico, 
Pacheco denied he had ever been in 
the state, b u t when told by Deputy 
Yale that th ere wore letters in an 
Oklahoma tow n for him, Pacheco ad 
mitted he w as the man, asking the 
officer if th e letters were from his 
wife. 
On the road home, stated Deputy 
Yale, the Mexican tried to jum p out 
of the car window, *nd several times 
he begged the officer to shoot him. 
Pacheco told Yale that if he had 
taken the advice OI his wife on the 
day of the tragedy, when she plead­ 
ed with him not tc drink and gam­ 
ble, he would not be in the law ’s 
hands.

T his is the second sensation in 
South Rend within the last ten days. 
The first was the No. 3 Scott-Sm ith 
of the North American, which found 
the 2,100-foot sand.

only 700 feet from the Scott-Sm ith 
a ud just at the town of South P end 
There are various estim ates as to 
th e production of the Garrett pro­ 
ducer.

The candidates are becoming num ­ 
erous, and a splendid field is prom ­ 
ised before the campaign gets out of 
its swaddling clothes. 
There is only 
one hold-over officer in the county— 
th at of tax assessor— who is Mr. Vic­ 
tor Nobles, now serving his first 
term . 
The offices of county judge 
sheriff, county clerk, county atto r­ 
ney, tax collector and treasurer are 
open, and candidates have announc­ 
ed for these places, w ith the excep­ 
tion of the prosecuting attorney’s 
place, but Messenger learns there are 
several entertaining bees for this of­ 
fice. 
Two term s of two years each, 
is sufficient, according to a long-es­ 
tablished custom, and when a county 
officer has been on the pay-rolls of 
the county for four years, the voters 
have decreed th at It is enough and 
they insist that the secosd-term er get 
down and out and m ake way for 
some other man to serve the dear 
people. 
Occasionally during the past 
tw enty years some fellow, liking the 
teat so well, has aspired for a third 
term , but, invariably, the voters have 
rebuked the effort to break a long 
and well established custom of “ pass­ 
ing the plum s’’ around. 
Some weeks 
ago there was talk of Sheriff Malone 
asking for a third term . W hen these 
reports came to Mr. Malone he im­ 
mediately publicly stated th at he 
would not be a candidate for re-elec­ 
tion; 
th at he had no desire to hold 
the office; 
that he had enough. This 
statem ent of Mr. Malone is in keep­ 
ing with the rule prom ulgated by 
Wise county voters many years ago.

It is not known 
just how long it will be before ac­ 
tual work will begin. 
There have 
come up many complaints from dif­ 
ferent counties owing to the dela> 
of the federal engineers, or the time 
they consume in inspecting and ap­ 
proving plans for Highways. 
It is 
feared that this delay will postpone 
the work on the Meridian for some 
time, but the comm ssioners’ court is 
determined to hurry the work as 
much as possible. 
The engineer’s estimate of the cost 
of constructing bridges and culverts 
for the north end and grading and 
repairing the road is $114,000. 
The 
federal 
highway 
commission 
has 
agreed to go the county 50-50 on this 
work, putting up a dollar for every 
dollar spent by the county in build­ 
ing bridges, culverts and repairing 
the highway. 
The county his some­ 
thing like $60,000 to put on the 
road, which when supplemented by 
the government aid, will, according 
to Engineer Taylor, place the road 
in good condition, tho the fund will 
not be sufficient to gravel the high­ 
way. 
Commissioner St. Clair states 
that when the bridges and culverts 
have been completed and the road 
properly graded, a system of drag 
ging will be used to keep it in first 
class condition.
